An emphatic 
message has been sent to Chin 
through Minister Wu and through 
Consul General Goodnow, sayir 
effect that our full demands rela< 
live to the relief of the Ministers by 
the column now advancing must be 
complied with.

kiss in token of fellowship: 'Greet 
ye one another with an holy kiss.' 

Down to Homeric times the kiss 
bore a solely maternal significance. 
Thus, in Homer, "kuvco«" meant 
ily the kiss of father to child 
the kiss of the supplicant, like the 
Proci, who kiss the hands of Ulysses. 
The kiss never occurs in the love 
scenes between Venus and Mars, 
Ulysses and Circe or Paris and 
Helen (Iliad, iii.), nor yet between 
Hera and Laos, who are distinctly 
depicted as in the bonds of love 
(Iliad, xiv.). In the scene with 
Andromache, Hector consoles her 
not with a kiss, but with a caress 
of his hand. Even in the ancient 
Egyptian the definitions of "kiss" 
(excepting "hach," which is an ob 
acure point) refer to"embrace" and 
not to kissing with the lips. 

In ancieut Sanskrit poetry .again, 
the kiss is always maternal, and 
the "kusiani" (Sanskritfor "kiss") 
exclusively filial, although later 
books go so far as to differentiate 
twelve varieties of the kiss. 
The wife of Calif a,in the"Ramay a- 
i," bewailiug bis death, recalls 
the hand, not thelipe.that caresstd 
So also the w ife of the kiug of 
Cambodia, while the father, Bali, 
kisses his son. And again, "And 
the mother licked her sou's face 
with her tongue, and made lamen- 
tation like a yearning cow b.reftof 
her calf, the father fondling him the 
while. "(Go'rresio, vol. 1, page 393.) 
It would seem, then, that the kiss, 
Inch among ancient and unciviliz- 
ed people is unknown as a symbol 
and harbinger of love, spring from 
•he entirely maternal act, ot leeling 
commonly practiced by the birds, 
and very frequently, too, by sava- 
gea. We are told that the Fue- 
gians do not use any kind of cup, 
but assuage their thirst by suck- 
ing up water from the spring 
through a reed. A child would die 
of thirst if the mother did no* sup- 
ply his needs by ri ling her own 
mouth with water, and thence in- 
troducing it into the mouth of her 
own mouth with water, an 1 thence 
intn ducing it into the moutb of her 
babe. From this act the first kiss 
was probably involved -A kiss not 
amorous, therefore, but maternal.

MIRROR- WRITING. 

A Most (iurious Manifestation of a Nerv- 



An almost unique case of nervous 
disease was investigated at the last 
fitting of the French Academy of 
Medicine. The patient is a young 
Roumanian, whose malady has been 
observed by Dr. Marinesco, of Bu- 
charest. The most curious manifes- 
tation of his disease takes the shape 
of what is known among scientists as 
"mirror-writing," which means that 
the characters are written backward, 
so that when reflected in a mirror 
they are to be read in the ordinary 
way. Dr. Marinesco had observed 
that the hands of his patient, when 
unoccupied, were affected with a 
nervous trembling which ceased to a 
great extent when they wi re used for 
a definite purpose. Wishing to see 
.what effect this symptom of the mal- 
ady had on the handwriting, Dr. Ma- 
rinesco asked the patient to write a 
few lines from dictation; to his as- 
tonishment he found that the entire 
passage had been written hack ward 
with absolute accuracy. The experi-

Ara Said to State Their Copclualona ai 
Facta 

Much eomrr.cnt has In on caused 
among lawyer* Iry «n incident which 
occurred in the iriiil of o cn«e in the 
circuit court recently, in view of (he 
thMTj oi law il nl 11 woman's testi- 
mony, il to be r- cciv«l with >:rciit cuu- 
tion. 

According t< the legal theory wom- 
en are presumed to give erroneous 
testimony. Tin- i* i ' 
are not hones! or tlint they are un- 
truthful. The legal preiumptii - I 
that women'- r r. ju.lio, * are soMr.-u- 
that they form cauclutioni according 
to the ! r way i f reasoning and con- 
vince themselves that they are right. 
They w ill then, it is presumed, stale 
as facts what are only Uuir convic- 
tions, liast'd upon otinclusioi.f. 

In the' case referred to a Woman 
was being sued for divorae. Rbe con- 
tested the suit and retained a lawyi r 
to protect her interests. While on t he 
witness stand she stated that her hus- 
band had hired persons to rwear 
against her. 

"TKat is a serious charge/' said her 
husband'* lawyer, who was question- 
ing her, "and one for which your hus- 
band could be sent to the peniten- 
tiary if it were true. How do you 
know that your husband hired per- 
sons to come h.cre and swear against 
you?" 

"Why," replied the witness, "I 
know that he gave a negro girl 50 
cents to swear against me. If he did 
it in one case he would do bo in 
other cases." 

"That is all you know about your 
husband hiring persons to come here 
and swear against you?" asked the 
attorney. 

The witness, after arguing with the 
attorney for some time in defense of 
her position, admitted that this was 
all she knew of the matter. The at- 
torney then said to her: 

"Did you not hear the negro girl 
of whom you. spoke testify that the 50 
cents which your husband gave her 
was money that he owed her?" 

"He did not owe her any money," 
said the witness. "If he owed her any 
money. I did not know of it." 

This case comes clearly within the 
theory. No one doubted that the 
woman meant to he truthful, and that 
this was her intention was proven by 
the fact that she did not attempt to 
bolster up her theory by statements 
of alleged facts other than in regard 
to the negro girl and her line of rea- 
soning from the incident, guided by 
her suspicions. That she felt certain 
that she was right there was no 
doubt. 

Miss Daisy Ilarbee, the woman at- 
torney, wa* asked if her experience 
had^jorne out the theory referred to 
and said: 

I can't say anything against w om- 
en. I have too many women clients. 
I will say this," added she, laughing: 
"Women make very good witnesses." 

Attorney Iliigo Grimm said: "My 
experience has been that it is hard for 
a man as well as a woman to give 
straight testimony, and I always sym- 
pathize with a witness. I have given 
testimony which, as I reflected on the 
matter afterwards, I saw was not cor- 
rect. It comes on you so suddenly 
that you have not time to think. I 
have made statements on the witne.-s 
stand that were my convictions and 
not the facts."— St. Louis Ht

STORY OF GENERAL GRANT. 

And How He Sought Off a Very Trouble- 
some Fellow. 

When Gen. Grant was president he 
was fond of fine horses, as everybody 
knows, and drove the fastest trotter 
in Washington. It was his greatest 
pleasure to go ont on the aqueduct 
road, which is a dead level from 
Georgetown to Cabin John Bridge, 
and let his horse out to its full speed. 
People who knew his habits used to 
go out there sunny afternoons for the 
novelty of seeing the president of the 
United States driving at a 2:30 gait. 
But a butcher in Washington had a 
horse that could beat the president's, 
and very often he appeared on the 
road to show his animal's speed and 
annoy the president. He would hang 
arouud at the end of the aqueduct 
bridge until the president's light bug- 
gy and stylish sleppea- had passed, and 
would follow them until he reached 
a wide place in the road. Then he 
would let Jiis horse out, and the 
butcher cart would go bounding 
along until he bad thrown dust in the 
president's eyes for awhile, when he 
would slacken up and let Gen. Grant 
go by, only to pass him again and 
again as often as he pleased, without 
the slightest regard for the pride or 
the office of t hp chief magistrate of 
this great nation. 

Gen. Grant was a very patient, self- 
coniuiued man, but 1 doubt if any- 
thing that ever occurred in his life 
annoyed him so much as that butch- 
er. He was compelled to abandon the 
road which runs along the top of the 
tunnel that brings tlie water from the 
upper Potomac to Washington and 
leak other drives in order to avoid his 
tormentor, but the villain still pur- 
sued him, and used to hang around 
Lafayette square in his old butcher's 
cart so that he could follow the pres- 
ident in any direction he might take. 
Finally Gen. Grant took Col. Condit 
Smith into his confidence and asked 
hirn to negotiate quietly for the pur- 
chase of the horse, which was accom- 
plished for $500. 

The next morning Senator Conk- 
ling and Senator Jones, of Nevada, 
were invited to inspect the wonderful 
animal, and accompanied Gen. Grant 
to the white house stables just south 
of the state department. Senator 
Jones declined to express an opinion 
as to the merits of the animal. He 
said that he claimed to know all 
about mines, but had never set up as 
an e xpert on horses; but Mr. Conk- 
ling, who probably knew less, pre- 
tended to examine the animal with 
great care.

Mr. James Hradshaw. one of the 
ildest and wealthiest men in Christ' 
an county, died at 8 o'clock Tues- 
day night, at his home in the sub- 
urbs of Hopkinsville.
